S  CTION  C  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


The  whole  of  the  district,  with  the  exception  of  8  houses  and  a 
small  light  engineering  works  in  the  Eagle  Tavern  Area,  and  the  Hall, 
Pam  and  Cottages  on  the  Burloes  Estate,  is  supplied  with  water  from 
the  chalk,  by  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Company  by  a  piped  supply  of 
excellent  quality,  The  houses  at  Burloes  are  supplied  by  a  private 
piped  supply,  also  of  excellent  quality. 

Again,  as  in  previous  years,  water  was  carted  to  the  premises  in 
the  Eagle  Tavern  area  during  dry  spells. 

With  the  exception  of  the  houses  mentioned  above,  all  the  other 
houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  with  water  direct  from  the  mains 
to  the  houses. 

The  Lee  Valley  Water  Company  reported  on  Bacteriological  and 
'hemical  examination  examined  during  the  year,  61  Bacteriological  and 
'Ll  Chemical  samples  of  water  were  examined  and  all  conformed  to  the 
standards  of  purity  considered  suitable  for  public  supply. 

The  supply  to  domestic  and  other  premises  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Temporary  measures  were  carried  out  to  control  flooding  of  the 
irrigation  beds  at  the  Sewage  Works,  following  consultations  with  the 
Consulting  Engineers,  In  the  middle  of  the  year,  agreement  was 
reached  with  the  fanner  of  land  adjoining  the  Sewage  Works  for  the 
preparation  of  three  irrigation  beds  on  his  land  together  with  the 
necessary  ditching  etc.  to  allow  for  any  overflow  from  the  works. 

The  beds  on  the  Sewage  Works  were  also  scraped  and  ploughed  in 
rotation,  and  these  efforts  were  successful  in  preventing  any 
untoward  flooding. 

A  new  sewage  pump  was  placed  on  order  and  arrangements  made  for 
the  erection  of  a  temporaiy  pump  house. 

Negotiations  with  regard  to  the  discharge  of  Trade  Effluents 
from  Industrial  Works  were  carried  on  with  the  firms  concerned  and 
numerous  samples  of  effluents  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the 
Consultants, 
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The  Consulting  Engineers  continued  their  investigations  into  the 
siting  for  a  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  hut  at  the  end  of  the  year  no 
finality  had  "been  reached  * 

Seventy-nine  new  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  were  connected 
to  the  sewage  system  during  the  year* 

There  are  thirty-nine  houses  in  the  district  which  have  cesspool  or 
septic  tank  drainage*  Cesspools  are  emptied  once  a  year  by  the  Council 
free  of  charge*

Housing 

No  houses  were  erected  by  the  Council  during  the  year. 

Seventy-nine  new  dwellings  were  erected  by  private  enterprise. 

No  requisitioned  property  is  held  by  the  Council, 

Ten  properties  were  approved  during  the  year  for  Improvement  Grant 
under  Section  3^  of  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958, 

Under  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959>  seven  applications 
for  Standard  rants  for  improvement  of  dwellings  were  approved. 

Standard  Grants  were  paid  during  the  year  for  the  provision  of 
4  fixed  baths,  4  wash  basins,  5  hot  water  supplies,  1  water  closet,  and 
2  food  storage  facilities, 

24  Council  houses  were  improved  by  the  provision  of  baths,  wash 
basins  and  hot  water  supplies. 

Slum  Clearance  Programme 

The  Slum  Clearance  Programme  and  the  rehousing  of  slum  clearance 
tenants  was  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 


The  purchase  of  Noa.  1,  2,  3*  4  and  5  Victoria  Terrace  and  Nos. 

7  and  9  Queens  Road  was  completed  hub  the  negotiations  for  purchase  of 
the  adjoining  land  required  to  provide  for  the  contemplated  scheme 
t f  building  for  Old  Peoples’  Dwellings  were  unsuccessful  and  the 
making  of  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  had  to  he  considered. 

The  owner  of  house  No.  53  King  Street  submitted  plans  for  the 
improvement  and  repair  of  the  property  to  bring  it  up  to  a 
reasonable  standard  of  fitness  for  human  habitation,  and  the 
Council  accepted  an  undertaking  under  Section  1 6  of  the  1957  Act. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act.  I960 

Seven  Conditional  Approvals  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
Act,  1947  were  granted  for  the  siting  of  caravans  and  Site  Licences 
were  issued  in  respect  of  these. 

One  site  on  which  14  caravans  were  placed  was  required  to  reduce 
the  number  to  11  before  the  expiry  of  the  Licence  on  the  31st  December 
1962. 

The  remaining  Licences  were  for  single  units  on  isolated  sites. 

One  site  on  which  two  caravans  were  placed  was  considered  to  be 
unsuitable  and  one  of  the  caravans  was  removed.  The  Council 
considered  the  making  of  an  Order  under  Section  2 6  of  the  Town  and 
Country  Planning  Act,  194 7 *  for  the  removal  of  the  remaining  caravan, 
and  the  submission  of  the  Order  to  the  Minister  for  confirmation. 

The  question  of  the  provision  of  a  Municipal  Caravan  Site  was 
considered  by  the  Council  and  it  was  decised  to  explore  the 
oossibilities  of  providing  such  a  site.

Dairies  (Registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949-54) 

There  are  four  milk  producers  in  the  District,  two  of  whom  are 
licensed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  the 
production  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

There  are  two  retail  purveyors  of  milk  in  the  District. 

Periodic  inspections  of  dairies  were  made  during  the  year. 

The  Council's  area  is  part  of  the  Specified  Areas  Scheme  which 
requires  that  only  milk  of  Tuberculin  Tested  or  Pasteurised  types  should 
be  offered  for  sale. 

Two  Dealer's  Licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  the  sale  of 
designated  milks  and  three  Supplementary  Licences  were  issued  for  the 
retailing  of  designated  milks  in  the  District  from  premises  situated 
outside  the  Urban  Area. 

Inspections  of  Registered  Food  Premises 

During  "he  year  127  inspections  were  made  to  the  premises 
enumerated  aoove,  and  to  other  food  premises.  In  the  case  of  the 
registered  premises,  there  is  nothing  worthy  of  comment,  all  the 
premises  being  of  a  good  standard  and  well  maintained. 

Educational  activity  in  connection  with  Foods 

There  have  been  no  activities  such  as  Lectures,  Clean  Food  Guilds 
and  so  on,  but  in  a  small  community  such  as  this  there  is  a  close  personal 
approach  between  the  Officers  and  the  food  handlers,  and  a  good  deal  of 
informal  advice  and  instruction  has  resulted  in  a  steady  all-round 
improvement  in  protection  of  food  in  storage,  display  and  general  handling.

Similarly  the  offer  early 
in  the  summer  to  children  of  primary  school  age  of  a  fourth  protective 
dose  of  Salk  vaccine  against  poliomyelitis  had  an  acceptance  rate  over 
seventy-five  per  cent,  occasioning  considerable  extra  work  for  staffs 
of  both  health  department  and  primary  schools.
